workers who are entitled to a pay raise Jan 1 under 
the federal minimum wage law 


In an announcement Thursday, the Labor 


Department said nearly four million workers - 
among them, farm workers, domestics, local 
government employes and retail clerks - will be 
eligible lor immediate pay hikes when the 
minimum wage rises to $2 30 an houi New Year's 
UQ\ 


The law covers 57 4 million workers, but the 


department estimated that more than 53 million 
already earn more than the new minimum 


Congress amended the Fair Labor Standards Act 


m 1974, providing lor three mimmums, each to be 
raised by annual steps to lessen the inflationary im- 
pact All will reach $2 30 an hour by Jan 1, 1978 


A proposal is pending in Congress calling for a $3- 


an-hour minimum wage 


The AFL-CTO at its national convention last fall 


called lor a $3 minimum, saying the annual income 
provided by a $2 30 an hour wage already was about 
$500 a year below the government's official poverty 
level lor individuals 


A higher wage floor would bring the pay of 


millions ot workers "into line with current 
economic realities" and generate additional 
purchasing power to keep the recovery going, the

but 


sources in Washington and a Greek 
newspaper had named him as the 
local Central Intelligence Agency 
chief 


There are no new developments 


surrounding the murder,' a U S em- 
bassy spokesman said "We have 
nothing to go on yet We are depen- 
ding on the investigative powers of 
the Greek police 


Greek police said they believe the 


three assailants fired one shot each 
An autopsy showed two bullets hit

This week State Corrections Director Joe Vitek 


said the I'^-year-old program at Sidnev which he 
termed ' a noble experiment, will end in January 


Eight of the nine inmates in the program have 


been placed in similar programs elsewhere, Vitek 
said 


Similar To Others 


By conventional measurements 
the 


educational release program at Sidney, similar to 
ones in Lincoln, Omaha and Norfolk, was a success 


But in corrections, the word success seldom 


means complete success Brian Hendrickson direc- 
tor of post care for the State Department of Correc- 
tional Services, said eight of the 60 inmates who 
took vocational classes through the program had to 
be removed 


Vitek said that ratio is ' not unusual' for such 


programs 


The instances involved acts which were not 


criminal but did violate the program s strict rules 
for conduct 


Basically the program ended because College 


President John Hawse pulled the welcome mat out 
from under it 


Problems Cited 


Hawse cited poor supervision of prisoners, in- 


cidents including some criminal acts and faculty 
and student morale problems as reasons for 
removing the program from the Sidney campus 


The incidents hurt enrollment and angered 


regular students and their parents. Hawse claimed 


Subsequently the college's governing board 


asked corrections officials to remove the program 
from campus housing by June 1976 


The state spent roughly $35000 remodeling 


several old buildings for supervised housing for the 
inmates on campus 


Despite the fact that they did not have to 


relocate until June and inmates could have con- 
tinued to attend classes. Vitek decided to scrub the 
whole program 


Economics A Factor 


A prime reason given for the decision was 


economics Vitek said the college had limited the 
number of inmates who could participate to nine, 
corrections officials had hoped to enroll as many as 
35-W at one time 


With six guards supervising nine inmates in 


housing capable of holding 40. Vitek said the 


program s continuation could not be justified 
economically 


In addition, the 335 miles separating ad- 


ministrative offices in Lincoln with the program in 
Sidnev made administration difficult, Vitek said 


It just didn t work in th s instance 
Vitek 


said 
We saw that the situation just wasn t going 


to get any better 


The college officials mentioned instances of 


breaking and entering bad checks and threats in 
explaining the disruptions caused by the inmates 


Incidents Recalled 


Cheyenne County Shenff Orin Cox said he 


recalls five instances of escape and one alcohol 
offense involving participants in the program 


"I can't remember am assaults or thefts ' in- 


volving inmates, he said He said he dad not feel the 
inmates were a risk to the community 


Hendnckson offered three instances where in- 


mates caused problems 


— One inmate a Sidney resident who was on 


furlough to see his mother, was arrested in a local 
bar He offered minor resistance to arrest The 
man s drinking did not violate a state law but did 
break one of the program s rules 


— There was a scruffle, in the recreation hall 


volvmg inmates Hendrickson called this a minor 
situation 


— Another was caused of entering a women's 


dorm and attempting to kiss a woman The State 
Parole Board, which supervises the work release 
inmates, said sufficient evidence was lacking to 
support the charge 


Politics Invohed? 


There has been speculation among some 


familiar with the program that Hawse s opposition 
was either a political move involving the college s 
governing board or else an effort to gam use of the 
remodeled living quarters 


Albert Cntes of Chadron chairman f the gover- 


ning board, said such accusations are unfounded 


They (the inmates) caused too much fnc- 


,tion." Cntes said 'We d be happy to have them 
take courses, but we'd prefer they'find meals and 
housing elsewhere " 


Some have suggested Sidnev s small size made 


the inmates more visible to the public 


Vitek said the failure of the Sidney program in 


no way signals a moratorium on work or 
educational release programs

'Success' No t En o u g h 
F o r Release Pro g ram

The operation was a success, but the patient 
died. 
| 
Seemingly contradictory, that statement 
nevertheless sums up state officials' opinions about 
an educational release program for selected in­ 
mates at the Western Nebraska Technical College 
near Sidney. 
This week State Corrections Director Joe Vitek 
said the 1‘ ¿-year-old program at Sidney, which he 
termed “a noble experiment,” will end in January- 
Eight of the nine inmates in the program have 
been placed in similar programs elsewhere, Vitek 
said. 
Similar To Others 
By conventional measurements, the 
educational release program at Sidney, similar to 
ones in Lincoln, Omaha and Norfolk, was a success. 
But in corrections, the word success seldom 
means complete success. Brian Hendrickson, direc­ 
tor of post care for the State Department of Correc­ 
tional Services, said eight of the 60 inmates who 
took vocational classes through the program had to 
be removed 
Vitek said that ratio is “ not unusual" for such 
programs 
The instances involved acts which were not 
criminal but did violate the program’s strict rules 
for conduct. 
Basically, the program ended because College 
President John Hawse pulled the welcome mat out 
from under it. 
Problems Cited 
Hawse cited poor supervision of prisoners, in­ 
cidents including some criminal acts and faculty 
and student morale problems as reasons for 
removing the program from the Sidney campus 
The incidents hurt enrollment and angered 
regular students and their parents, Hawse claimed. 
Subsequently, the college’s governing board 
asked corrections officials to remove the program 
from campus housing by June, 1976 
The state spent roughly $35.000 remodeling 
several old buildings for supervised housing for the 
inmates on campus. 
Despite the fact that they did not have to 
relocate until June and inmates could have con­ 
tinued to attend classes, Vitek decided to scrub the 
whole program 
Economics A Factor 
A prime reason given for the decision was 
economics. Vitek said the college had limited the 
number of inmates who could participate to nine, 
corrections officials had hoped to enroll as many as 
3540 at one time. 
With six guards supervising nine inmates in 
housing capable of holding 40. Vitek said the 


program's continuation could not be justified 
economically. 
In addition, the 335 miles separating ad­ 
ministrative offices in Lincoln with the program in 
Sidney made administration difficult, Vitek said. 
“ It just didn’t work in th s instance," Vitek 
said. “ We saw that the situation just wasn’t going 
to get any better " 
The college officials mentioned instances of 
breaking and entering, bad checks, and threats in 
explaining the disruptions caused by the inmates. 
Incidents Recalled 
Cheyenne County Sheriff Orin Cox said he 
recalls five instances of escape and one alcohol 
offense involving participants in the program. 
“ 1 can't remember any assaults or thefts” m 
volving inmates, he said. He said he did not feel th< 
inmates were a risk to the community. 
Hendrickson offered three instances where in 
mates caused problems. 


— One inmate, a Sidney resident who was or 
furlough to see his mother, was arrested in a local 
bar. He offered minor resistance to arrest The 
man’s drinking did not violate a state law but did 
break one of the program’s rules. 
— There was a scruffle, in the recreation hall 
volving inmates. Hendrickson called this “ a minor 
situation.” 
— Another was caused of entering a women’s 
dorm and attempting to kiss a woman. The State 
Parole Board, which supervises the work release 
inmates, said sufficient evidence was lacking to 
support the charge. 
Politics Involved? 
There has been speculation among some 
familiar with the program that Hawse's opposition 
was either a political move involving the college s 
governing board or else an effort to gain use of the 
remodeled living quarters. 
•Albert C’ntes of Chadron, chairman f the gover­ 
ning board, said such accusations are unfounded, 
“ They (the inmates> caused too much fric­ 
tion, 
Cntes said “ We'd be happy to have them 
take courses, but we'd prefer they’find meals and 
housing elsewhere." 


Some have suggested Sidney’s small size made 
the inmates more visible to the public. 
Vitek said the failure of the Sidney program in 
no way signals a moratorium on work or 
educational release programs. 
Hendrickson said corrections officials have 
come to realize that more community support is 
needed before such a program can be begun. 
He said cities the size of Sidney have not been 
ruirA out for future programs; however, he said 
there are no current plans for expanding the 
program to small cities.

The doctor discovers the fatal disease will 
kill his patient within two months. 
Should the doctor tell him, or lie — 
wondering whether the individual can deal 
with the news of certain death? 
“ There really isn’t a simple answer to it," 
says Prof Robert Audi of the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln. “ The practice of medicine 
has always raised moral problems ” 
To help students pursuing medical and 
scientific careers “ form well reasoned moral 
positions which will guide them" in a terminal 
illness case, for instance, Dr 
Audi next 
semester will teach a new course examining 
moral principles of medical ethics. 
UNL Among First 
“ UNL is among the first universities’ to 
offer the course, said Audi, chairman of the 
philosophy department. Planned studies ad­ 
dress the insufficiently emphasized prepara­ 
tion for dilemmas that healers and researchers 
must face. 


Although the practical problem of 
medical ethics has roots outside philosophy, 
Audi explained that practitioners and scien­ 
tists must cope with “ issues that need 
systematic moral reflection ” And that’s why 
the course has a logical place in his depart­ 
ment. 
The “ main topics” Audi plans to cover in­ 
clude experimentation on human subjects, 


biological engineering (such as altering genes 
or selective breeding), definitions of life and 
death, transplants, allocating limited medical 
resources and limits of behavior control (by 
drugs, conditioning or psychotherapy). 
Physicians’ Roles Eyed 
The class will also study the question of 
commitment for sterilization of people con­ 
sidered “ mentally incompetent," patients' 
rights to information and privacy, abortion 
and euthanasia, and the physician s role in 
society, 


Audi said moral philosophy is a basic part 
of the broad discipline It ’s a methodical study 
of the “ distinction between right and wrong 
conduct, and attempts to clarify and justify 
principles by which we should act ” 
“ I’m not going to try to indoctrinate” 
students to narrow ways of thinking Audi said. 
Rather, "I want them to be able to analyze a 
problem in clear terms" and adopt moral 
positions based on their own choices, 
Audi said the course is “ meant not only to 
help potential physicians and other medical 
practitioners, but potential patients and 
relatives of patients, or indeed, anyone con­ 
cerned with moral problems raised by medical 
practice,” 
“ The more science progresses, the more 
likely the issues become, but some have only 
come into the public eye" recently, particular­ 
ly since the “ development of heroic Ufe- 
sustaming equipment.” 


t 


And while each group of scientists has its 
own code of ethics, Audi said continuously 
emerging technology raises “ some new 
issues ” 
"There’s a great deal to be brought to 
light,” Audi said, adding he’ll bring in outside 
speakers, including physicians, biological and 
social sciences experts 
The students will examine some ot the 
major positions in moral philosophy. 
For example, Audi said, the “ utilitarian” 
position roughly “ holds that we should decide 
whether an act is right by determining how 
much of a contribution it makes to human 
happiness The idea is that it should make at 
least as much ot a contribution as any alter­ 
native.” 


According to the position derived from 
the work of German philospher Immanual 
Kant, “ We should decide whether an act is 
right by seeing whether it accords with sound 
moral principles - whether it contributes to 
human happiness or not.” 
A third approach could be derived from 
the philosophical position of St. Thomas 


Aquinas, which essentially maintains that “ on­ 
ly those acts are right which are m accordance 
with natural law,” Audi said. 
Go Either Way 
In a terminal illness case, the utilitarian 
would ask whether the patient’s happiness 
would be best served by truth-telling or 


I 


avoiding the question, Audi said “ .And h< 
might come out either way.” 
The Kantian would demand that w< 
obey the principle that one must tell th< 
truth,’ he said. The Thomistic theory wouli 
probably come out on the side of the Kan 
tian, 
but based on scriptural teachings am 
some non-religious moral considerations. 
“ What kind of experiments is it moral! 
legitimate to perform on human subjects’1 
Audi asks The researchers as philosophe 
must distinguish between children, norm* 
adults, and retarded adults, and decide if thei 
consent is fully informed, given freely and ca 
“ be taken seriously." 


The same question applies to miUta 
personnel or jailed persons, Audi said Fr< 
consent may be affected by indirect dure 
from “ higher-ups.” 
Both issues have become celebrated in tl 
cases of Karen Ann Quinlan in New Jers« 
vegetating in a coma, and the U.S Army L^ 
experiments resulting in a serviceman’s deat 
“ This is not a technical course” a.

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German Ransomed From Guerrillas 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AF) - Guerrillas have 


treed the German production manager of the Mercedes 
Benz subsidiary here, the company confirmed 
Thursday. He was the last foreigner known to be in 
Argentine guerrilla hands. 


Franz Metz, 48, was released on Christmas Eve after 


an accord between Mercedes Benz and the left-wing 
"Montoneros" who kidnaped him Oct. 24 during a labor 
dispute. 


He returned to Germany, a spokesman for Daimler- 


Benz AG, the parent company, said in Stuttgart. 


The spokesman said an undisclosed ransom was paid 


in addition to labor concessions. Also, Mercedes Benz 
paid for advertisements in world newspapers, including 
the Washington Post, spelling out the Montoneros' posi- 
tion and saying Argentina was heading "dizzily toward a 
civil war." 


Although few security authorities were predicting an 


end to high-ransom kidnapings of foreigners here, it 
appears as though the Montoneros and the Marxist 
People's Revolutionary Army have turned their atten- 


tion to direct war against the government. 


Late Tuesday a guerrilla force estimated at 500 tried 


to storm a vital army weapons depot as well as police 
stations, a small army regiment and traffic bridges. The 
army reported killing about 100 guerrillas hi nine hours 
of battle. At least nine security men and 10 innocent 
civilians, including at least one child, were also killed. 


The heavy guerrilla losses were attributed to an un- 


derestimation of the army's ability to muster a heavy 
defense, which included jet aircraft, helicopters and 
tanks. 


Kidnaps have provided many millions of dollars in 


ransoms over the past few years, but they commit large 
numbers of guerrillas and require long and careful 
security arrangements to guard their "people's 
prisons." 


The left-wing extremists' strategy is widely believed 


to be to force the military to take power, which could 
give the guerrillas more popular support. In political 
and military circles, the feeling is common that a 
military takeover is a distinct possibility if the govern- 


ment docs not impose firm leadership. 


Army chief Jorge Videla, in a Christmas message to 


his troops and the nation, declared flatly: "The army 
... demands with anguish but with firmness an im- 
mediate taking of consciousness to define positions. 
Corruption and immorality must be adequately 


' punished. Political, economic and ideological specula- 


tion must stop." 


He and other armed forces commanders were 


believed prepared to pressure congress to replace Mrs. 
Peron with a legal successor in order to confront the 
nation's economic and social problems without con- 
travening the constitution. 


Mrs. Peron, meanwhile, promised to remain in office 


and do her best to right wrongs. In a Christmas 
message, she called the fighting across Argentina "ab- 
surd" and pleaded for its end. 


More than 1,700 persons have been killed in political 


violence since she took office in July 1974 on the death 
of her husband, Juan D. Peron. 


Young ^Consoling' Pope 
By Returning To Religion 


POPE PAUL VI... delivers message. 


Rome — Pope Paul VI delivered his 


traditional Christmas Day message to 100,000 peo- 
ple in the sunshine of St. Peter's Square 
Thursday, telling them that "the emptiness" of 
modern society had encouraged youth to return 
to religion and reject materialism. 


It was "consoling" to watch trends in the 


new generation, the Pope said, because young 
people are decrying the activities of earlier 
generations which inoculated them with concepts 
of "war for power" and "materialism as the only 
justice." But, he said, "an intimate and powerful 
longing" has brought modern youth back to 
religion and to God's word. 


'Proclamation Of Good News' 


"Someone knows how to accept the 


proclamation of the good news, as a message of 
revelation and renewal," he said as he stood on 
his balcony overlooking the square. "Who are 
these unforeseen and yet predestined hearers of 
the secret and determining word? 


"They are you, young people, in whose 


generation is unmasked, almost with subversive 
impetus, the exposure of the specious, at least in- 
sufficient; wisdom of the generations that 
preceded you.4' 


The noon ceremony was the 78-year-old pon- 


tiff's second appearance in 12 hours in St. Peter's 
Square. At midnight he formally ended the Holy 


Year of 1975 by sealing the holy door of St. 
Peter's Basilica and then celebrating an outdoor 
Christmas Eve Mass. 


The door, symbolizing "easier access to 


divine mercy," will remain shut until the next 
Holy Year, the year 2000. The celebration — now 
held every 25 years — brought more than eight 
million pilgrims to Rome hi what the Vatican 
regarded as a dramatic demonstration of Roman 
Catholic piety around the world. 


Many of the visitors seen this year around the 


square and in the major basilicas were young, and 
many wore blue jeans and carried back packs. 
Several Vatican officials often mentioned the ap- 
parent increase in the young in the churches of 
Rome during the Holy Year. 


'Overwhelming Uproar' 


In his message the Pope said the 


"overwhelming uproar" of modern life and the 
"powerful amplified words" of the mass media 
helped make it difficult to hear God's word. He 
added the word was also often submerged under 
the "formidable narcotic influence of the 
pressure of public opinion and of political 
propaganda." 


But he said: "Someone is listening," and that 


someone was the youth of the world. 


The Pope wished the world's Catholics a hap- 


py Christmas in 11 languages, including Chinese, 
Russian, and SwahiU.

'Cannon/ 'Jones' Sets 
Gutted In Predawn Fire

Hollywood (UPI) — Two sound stages used 


in popular television series were gutted Christ- 
mas morning in a predawn fire at Samuel 
Goldwyn Studios. Fire officials set the damage at 
$3 million, but there were no injuries. 


"It was really a bad fire, both sound stages 


were just completely destroyed," James Velthuis, 
the security guard who reported the first alarm, 
said several hours later. 


"The whole 'Cannon' set was in there. His 


apartment, his office, it's all been destroyed. 
'Barnaby Jones' was shot there too, and that set's 
gone." 


One wall in the 100-by-300-foot building, last 


used Christmas Eve afternoon for an employes 
party, caved in and the roof collapsed, filling the 
space up to 15-feet deep with debris. 


Firemen knocked down the other three wood 


and stucco walls after they put out the flames to 
prevent them from collapsing. 


The first fire units arrived at the scene just 


two minutes after the alarm, but the old structure 
was already lost. 


"The wood's so dry, those buildings are 


extremely flammable," fire spokesman Ray 
Bartlett said. 


"They really go when they get caught; 


they're tinderboxes. It was almost like lighting a 
Christmas tree." 


A similar fire in a nearby sound stage was set 


off in May 1974, when a hot stage light tipped over 
on a stage prop during the filming of a children's 
television program. That fire caused $1 million 
damage. 


The quick response by city and county fire 


departments Thursday did prevent the flames 
from spreading to six other sound stages, mobile 
equipment, offices and a backlot street scene on 
the studio grounds near the center of Hollywood. 


The cause of the blaze was under investiga- 


tion, but Velthuis, the only guard on duty when 
the first alarm sounded, said he doubted the fire 
was set on purpose. 


"There's no way anbody could have sneaked 


in," he explained. "If anyone had gotten in, I 
would have known it. If you just touch the fence, 
the alarm goes off." 


Velthuis, a former Laurel, Md., policeman 


who was on duty in a shopping center the day 
George Wallace was shot, said he was alerted to 
the fire by an audible alarm at 3 a.m.

Gas Shortage Not As Serious As Thought 


Washington (UPI) - Natural 


gas shortages this winter will not 
be. as serious as previously 
forecast because of un- 
seasonably warm weather in 
November and early December, 
the Federal Eenergy Ad- 
ministration reported Thursday. 


But FEA Administrator Frank 


Zarb said the possibility of in- 
dustrial shutdowns still exists in 
some areas — notably North 


Aspin Claims 
Gas Figures 
Are Lowered 


Washington (UPI) — Rep. Les 


Aspin, D-Wis.. charged Thursday 
that the U.S. Geological Survey 
deliberately lowers its estimates 
of the production capacity of 
natural gas reserves in the Gulf 
of Mexico to make producers 
look more efficient. 


The Wisconsin Democrat said 


hi a statement that the USGS 
merely "rubber stamps" figures 
provided by producers in order 
to make them "look good" and 
to help justify their requests for 
deregulation of gas prices. 


By "juggling its books" to 


lower the production capacity 
estimate. Aspin said, the USGS 
makes gas reserves look tower 
and industry to be producing at 
nearly full capacity. 


"If they can show that gas 


reserves are low and that 
exploration for new reserves is 
needed, then they can bnng out 
their argument for deregulation 
— they must receive higher 
pnoes if they're going to pay for 
exploration," Aspin said. 


Carolina, Ohio and Pennsylvania 
— because increased supplies 
may not meet needs. 


And he said an onset of severe- 


ly cold weather could still put a 
serious strain on supplies, par- 
ticularly propane for North 
Carolina, Ohio, South Carolina, 
Tennessee and West Virginia. 


On the other hand, Zarb said 


in the FEA statement, "The gas 
supply and alternative fuel out- 
look have significantly im- 
proved" in Maryland, Delaware, 
New Jersey and Virginia. 


Zarb said no 'curtailment of 


gas supplies is projected for 
residential or small commercial 
customers, and any cutbacks 
"will fall upon industries and 
electric utilities which can readi- 
ly switch to an alternative fuel." 


An FEA survey "shows 


natural gas shortages will be 
greater this winter than last," 
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Zarb said, "although not as great 
as previously forecast." 


He said the shortage has been 


alleviated by reduced use of gas 
for heating in November and the 
first part of December, and by 
Federal Power Commission ac- 
tion giving high-priority users 
better access to supplies in an 
emergency. 


"So far we can thank the 


weatherman for the improved 
outlook this winter," Zarb said, 
"but such good luck is not going 


to solve the nation's longer- 
range natural gas problem." 


Domestic gas production is 


declining at a rate of 6% a year, 
he said, and current proven 
reserves are at the lowest level 
since 1952. 


"Even a perennial summer 


won't save us from future shor- 
tages if we don't reverse these 
dangerous trends," Zarb said, 
and the answer is "to increase 
supply by encouraging produc- 


tion through higher natural gas 
prices." 


Pending in Congress is Senate- 


passed legislation calling for a 
phase-out of federal price con- 
trols on natural gas sold in in- 
terstate commence. 


The Library of Congress — in 


a report released Tuesday by 
Rep. Andrew Maguire, D-N.J., 
who opposes the bill — es- 
timated that decontrol could 
cost gas consumers an extra 
$20.2 billion to $22.3 billion a 
year. 


Paper: IRS Auditing CREEP

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Bethlehem, 
Israeli-occupied 


Jordan (UPI) - Israeli 
authorities relaxed strict securi- 
ty in Bethlehem Thursday after 
thousands of pilgrims celebrated 
Christmas in the traditional 
birthplace of Jesus Christ. 


Authorities lifted the require- 


ment for special passes to get 
into the town, six miles south of 
Jerusalem, and took down 
barricades that kept out motor 
traffic Christmas Eve. 


A record crowd of about 15,000 


persons, the largest since Israel 
captured Bethlehem in the 1967 
Middle East War, crowded into 
the town Christmas Eve under 
the watchful eyes of Israeli 
troops. 


Choirs from the United States, 


Canada, The Philippines, 
Belgium and Switzerland sang 
Christmas songs. A local high 
school group performed "Jingle 
Bells" in Arabic. 


Some 5,000 visitors, ranging 


from sober pilgrims to long- 
haired Jesus freaks, filled 
Manger Square to witness the 
midnight mass by Msgr. 
Giacomo Beltritti, the Latin 
patriarch of Jerusalem. 


Hundreds of soldiers and 


police guarded streets and roof- 


tops as the pilgrims watched the 
televised mass on a large, out- 
door screen set up next to the 
Bethlehem Police Station. 


Hundreds of Arab notables, 


Israeli military officers, priests, 
nuns and pilgrims crowded into 
St. Catherine's Church to see the 
mass in person. 


Inside, bearded, black-robed 


Greek Orthodox priests per- 
fumed the low-ceilinged, candle- 
lit chamber with incense. 
Roman Catholic priests read low 
masses until morning. 


Hundreds of visitors milled 


about Manger Square Thursday, 
visiting the Basilica of the 
Nativity and the cave un- 
derneath, where a silver star 
marks the spot where tradition 
says Christ was born. 


The .tourists bought wooden 


camels, plastic crosses, mother- 
of-pearl nativity scenes and 


roasted chestnuts from Arab 
vendors in the sunlit square. 


Many of the visitors took off 


their coats in the warm after- 
noon. A few soldiers lounged 
outside the Basilica.

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Ge rman Ransomed From Gue rrillas 
BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — Guerrillas have 
treed the German production manager of the Mercedes 
Benz subsidiary here, the company confirm ed 
Thursday He was the last foreigner known to be in 
Argentine guerrilla hands. 
Franz Metz, 48, was released on Christmas Eve after 
an accord between Mercedes Benz and the left-wing 
“ Montoneros” who kidnaped him Oct. 24 during a labor 
dispute. 
He returned to Germany, a spokesman for Daimler- 
Benz AG, the parent company, said in Stuttgart. 
The spokesman said an undisclosed ransom was paid 
in addition to labor concessions. Also, Mercedes Benz 
paid for advertisements in world newspapers, including 
the Washington Post, spelling out the Montoneros’ posi­ 
tion and saying Argentina was heading “ dizzily toward a 
civil war.” 
Although few security authorities were predicting an 
end to high-ransom kidnapings of foreigners here, it 
appears as though the Montoneros and the Marxist 
People's Revolutionary Army have turned their atten- 


tion to direct war against the government. 
Late Tuesday a guerrilla force estimated at 500 tried 
to storm a vital army weapons depot as well as police 
stations, a small army regiment and traffic bridges. The 
army reported killing about 100 guerrillas in nine hours 
of battle. At least nine security men and 10 innocent 
civilians, including at least one child, were also killed. 
The heavy guerrilla losses were attributed to an un­ 
derestimation of the army’s ability to muster a heavy 
defense, which included jet aircraft, helicopters and 
tanks. 
Kidnaps have provided many millions of dollars in 
ransoms over the past few years, but they commit large 
numbers of guerrillas and require long and careful 
security arrangem ents to guard their “ people's 
prisons.” 
The left-wing extremists’ strategy is widely believed 
to be to force the military to take power, which could 
give the guerrillas more popular support. In political 
and military circles, the feeling is common that a 
military takeover is a distinct possibility if the govern­ 


ment does not impose firm leadership. 
Army chief Jorge Videla, in a Christmas message to 
his troops and the nation, declared flatly: “ The army 
. . . demands with anguish but with firmness an im­ 
mediate taking of consciousness to define positions. 
Corruption and im m orality must be adequately 
punished. Political, economic and ideological specula­ 
tion must stop.” 


He and other armed forces commanders were 
believed prepared to pressure congress to replace Mrs. 
Peron with a legal successor in order to confront the 
nation’s economic and social problems without con­ 
travening the constitution. 
Mrs. Peron, meanwhile, promised to remain in office 
and do her best to right wrongs. In a Christmas 
message, she called the fighting across Argentina “ ab­ 
surd” and pleaded for its end. 
More than 1,700 persons have been killed in political 
violence since she took office in July 19 74 on the death 
of her husband, Juan D. Peron.

Rom e — Pope Paul VI delivered his 
traditional Christmas Day message to 100,000 peo­ 
ple in the sunshine of St. Peter’s Square 
Thursday, telling them that “ the emptiness” of 
modem society had encouraged youth to return 
to religion and reject materialism. 


It was “ consoling” to watch trends in the 
new generation, the Pope said, because young 
people are decrying the activities of earlier 
generations which inoculated them with concepts 
of “ war for power” and “ materialism as the only 
justice.” But, he said, “ an intimate and powerful 
longing” has brought modem youth back to 
religion and to God’s word. 


‘Proclamation Of Good News’ 
“ Som eone knows how to accept the 
proclamation of the good news, as a message of 
revelation and renewal,” he said as he stood on 
his balcony overlooking the square. “ Who are 
these unforeseen and yet predestined hearers of 
the secret and determining word? 


“ They are you, young people, in whose 
generation is unmasked, almost with subversive 
impetus, the exposure of the specious, at least in­ 
sufficient, wisdom of the generations that 
preceded you.” 


The noon ceremony was the 78-year-old pon­ 
tiffs second appearance in 12 hours in St. Peter’s 
Square. At midnight he formally ended the Holy 


Year of 19 75 by sealing the holy door of St. 
Peter's Basilica and then celebrating an outdoor 
Christmas Eve Mass. 


The door, symbolizing “ easier access to 
divine mercy,” will remain shut until the next 
Holy Year, the year 2000. The celebration — now 
held every 25 years — brought more than eight 
million pilgrims to Rome in what the Vatican 
regarded as a dramatic demonstration of Roman 
Catholic piety around the world. 


Many of the visitors seen this year around the 
square and in the major basilicas were young, and 
many wore blue jeans and carried back packs. 
Several Vatican officials often mentioned the ap­ 
parent increase in the young in the churches of 
Rome during the Holy Year. 


‘Overwhelming Uproar’ 
In his m e ssa g e the P ope sa id the 
“ overwhelming uproar” of modern life and the 
“ powerful amplified words” of the mass media 
helped make it difficult to hear God’s word. He 
added the word was also often submerged under 
the “ formidable narcotic influence of the 
pressure of public opinion and of political 
propaganda.” 


But he said: “ Someone is listening,” and that 
someone was the youth of the world. 


The Pope wished the world’s Catholics a hap­ 
py Christmas in 11 Languages, including Chinese, 
Russian, and Swahili.

He said the shortage has been 
alleviated by reduced use of gas 
for heating in November and the 
first part of December, and by 
Federal Power Commission ac­ 
tion giving high-priority users 
better access to supplies in an 
emergency. 


“ So far we can thank the 
weatherman for the improved 
outlook this winter,” Zarb said, 
“ but such good luck is not going 


to solve the nation’s longer- 
range natural gas problem.” 


Domestic gas production is 
declining at a rate of 6 % a year, 
he said, and current proven 
reserves are at the lowest level 
since 19 52. 


“ Even a perennial summer 
won t save us from future shor­ 
tages if we don’t reverse these 
dangerous trends,” Zarb said, 
and the answer is “ to increase 
supply by encouraging produc­ 


tion through higher natural gas 
prices.” 
Pending in Congress is Senate 
passed legislation calling for a 
phase-out of federal price con­ 
trols on natural gas sold in in­ 
terstate commerce. 
The Library of Congress — in 
a report released Tuesday by 
Rep.

Hollywood (UPI) — Two sound stages used 
in popular television series were gutted Christ­ 
mas morning in a predawn fire at Samuel 
Goldwyn Studios. Fire officials set the damage at 
$3 million, but there were no injuries. 
“ It was really a bad fire, both sound stages 
were just completely destroyed,” Jam es Velthuis, 
the security guard who reported the first alarm, 
said several hours later. 
“ The whole Cannon’ set was in there. His 
apartment, his office, it’s all been destroyed. 
Bamaby Jones' was shot there too, and that set’s 
gone.” 
One wall in the 100-by-300-foot building, last 
used Christmas Eve afternoon for an employes 
party, caved in and the roof collapsed, filling the 
space up to 15-feet deep with debris. 
Firemen knocked down the other three wood 
and stucco walls after they put out the flames to 
prevent them from collapsing. 
The first fire units arrived at the scene just 
two minutes after the alarm, but the oid structure 
was already lost. 
“ The wood's so dry, those buildings are 
extremely 
flammable,” 
fire spokesman Ray 
Bartlett said. 


"They really go when they get caught; 
they're tinder boxes. It was almost like lighting a 
Christmas tree.” 
A similar fire in a nearby sound stage was set 
off in May 19 74, when a hot stage light tipped over 
on a stage prop during the filming of a children's 
television program. That fire caused $1 million 
damage. 
The quick response by city and county fire 
departments Thursday did prevent the flames 
from spreading to six other sound stages, mobile 
equipment, offices and a backlot street scene on 
the studio grounds near the center of Hollywood. 
The cause of the blaze was under investiga­ 
tion, but Velthuis, the only guard on duty when 
the first alarm sounded, said he doubted the fire 
was set on purpose 


“ There's no way anbody could have sneaked 
in,” he explained. “ If anyone had gotten in, I 
would have known it. If you just touch the fence, 
the alarm goes off ” 
Velthuis, a former Laurel, Md., policeman 
who was on duty in a shopping center the day 
George Wallace was shot, said he was alerted to 
the fire by an audible alarm at 3 a.m.

A group of Palestinian guerrilla security men 


alerted by The AP, arrived at the church and the 
looters fled, said Hayek. 


The church was empty when looted, she added, 


'because the community people were probably 
too scared to attend Christmas services." 


Three explosions wrecked a clinic, a shop and a 


house in downtown Beirut. 


Unidentified gunmen kidnaped five persons at 


gunpoint from a hotel on Hamra Street, Beirut's 
mam shopping center. Other gunmen set up 
roadblocks in neighbonng suburbs and abducted 
six pedestrians. 


Three policemen were shot in the heads and 


killed by sniper fire near Martyrs Square, police 
said. 
. "Beirut streers are empty, so are churches. 
Heads are unsafe and things are tense in the city 
and the north," a police spokesman said. 


In the Christian province of Zahlan, 35 miles 


east of Beirut, mortar and rocket fighting broke 
out in seven suburbs, police reported. Internal 
security chief Hisham Shaar flew to the province 
in an army helicopter in a bid to disengage Chris- 
tian and Moslem gunmen. 


A series of explosions rocked the Meditermean 


city of Sidon, 40 miles south of Beirut, setting 
four buildings ablaze, police said. 


One of the explosions blew up an ammunition 


dump belonging to the Popular Democratic 
Front, a Marxist Palestinian guerrilla group, near 
the Sidon citadel. 


Premier Rashid Karami's cabinet reportedly

State Prison Insurrection 
Put Down By N.H. Police 


Concord, N.H. (UPI)-A 


Christmas Day insurrection in- 
volving several hundred inmates 
at the New Hampshire State 
Prison Thursday was broken up 
by State Police after about four 
hours. 


There were no immediate 


reports of arrests or injuries, but 
"considerable damage" in the 
prison was reported by the State 
Police A guard taken hostage 
was released unharmed, police 
said. 


Gov. Meldrim Thomson went 


to the prison after a sitdown was 


reported and left after about two 
hours. The direct cause of the 
disturbance was not immediate- 
ly known, but sources at the 
prison said inmates were 
protesting poor food and the 
placement of some inmates in 
solitary confinement. 


State Police Sgt. Robert Dear- 


born said about 40 troopers were 
sent into the prison shortly after 
noon when a group of inmates 
took the guard hostage. Forty 
more troopers were placed in 
alert but were not needed. 


The four children, Mike, 25, 


Jack, 23, Steve, 19, and Susan, 
18, received money, sweaters, 
ski gear, cold-climate clothing 
and other gifts. Sharing in the 
celebration was Mike's wife, 
Gayle. 


The President, his children 


and other skiers here received a 
bonus Christmas gift when more 
than four inches of new snow 
fell. 


It was the first snow here in 


nearly two weeks, and skiing 
conditions had ranged from only 
fair to poor.

agents, rode a gondola ski-lift to 
the top of 11,000-foot Vail Moun- 
tain. 


Groups of reporters and 


photographers were stationed at 
various locations on the slope to 
observe the President dsplay his 
skiing capability which is 
described as very good. 


"Great, great," Ford said of 


the fresh snow as he set off. 


It is the only tune during the 


eight-day vacation that newsmen 
will be permitted to observe the 
President on the high slopes. He 
has requested privacy for the 
rest of the visit, which is to end 


next Tuesday with his return to 
Washington. 


Following an afternoon of 


skiing, the Ford family was to 
enjoy a traditional turkey 
dinner. The menu included 
turkey, dressing, mashed 
potatoes and gravy, green peas 
with pearl onions, cranberry 
sauce, salad, rolls and pecan pie 
and cookies. 


The first family attended 


Christmas Eve services at the 
Vail Interfaith Chapel and 
listened while the Rev. Donald 
Simonton told worshippers: 
"Skiing and Christmas have 
something in common — the 
need to look up if you want to 
appreciate them fully." 


Presidential Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen reported that on 
Wednesday the Fords had 
telephoned Christmas greetings 
to Vice President and Mrs. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, the Rev. 
and Mrs. Billy Graham and Mrs. 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 


An attempt to place a call to 


Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger was unsuccessful. 


The President skiied for about 


three hours and afterwards con- 
fessed he was tired. 


"It was hard work today," he 


said, and acknowledged that he 


fell once 
— "through 


carelessness." 


Ford insisted, however, that 


his sluing technique was "the 
best it's been .. better now 
than when I was a good many 
years younger." 


Newsmen observing the Presi- 


dent rated him as an advanced 
intermediate skier. 


He stopped before one group 


and joked about the great 
number of turtleneck sweaters 
he had received when asked 
what he had received for Christ- 
mas.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - The traditional jov 
0! n^iuStmaS in ^alf-Christian Lebanon was 
stifled by gun battles, bomb blasts, kidnaping and 
sniping in the country’s bitter civil war 
Christmas casualties, as Moslem and Christian 
private armies fought for the ninth month, were 
2b dead and 61 injured. 
Kurdish looters raided a Beirut Anglican 
church, stole its organ, chandeliers and rugs and 
wrecked pews, a witness reported. They also 
looted the pastor’s house. 
Please help us. Do something for us,” the 
pastor’s maid, Samira Hayek, yelled in a 
telephone conversation with The Associated 
Press. 
Five young men have been visiting the church 
and looting. I hey might kill us. Please help us ” 
she said. 
A group of Palestinian guerrilla security men, 
alerted by The AP, arrived at the church and the 
looters fled, said Hayek. 
The church was empty when looted, she added, 
because the community people were probably 
too scared to attend Christmas services.” 
Three explosions wrecked a clinic, a shop and a 
house in downtown Beirut. 
Unidentified gunmen kidnaped five persons at 
gunpoint from a hotel on Hamra Street, Beirut’s 
main shopping center. Other gunmen set up 
roadblocks in neighboring suburbs and abducted 
six pedestrians. 
Three policemen were shot in the heads and 


killed by sniper fire near Martyrs Square, police 
said. 
“ Beirut streers are empty, so are churches. 
Roads are unsafe and things are tense in the city 
and the north,” a police spokesman said. 
In the Christian province of Zahlah, 35 miles 
east of Beirut, mortar and rocket fighting broke 
out in seven suburbs, police reported. Internal 
security chief Hisham Shaar flew to the province 
in an army helicopter in a bid to disengage Chris­ 
tian and Moslem gunmen. 
A series of explosions rocked the Meditermean 
city of Sidon, 40 miles south of Beirut, setting 
four buildings ablaze, police said. 
One of the explosions blew up an ammunition 
dump belonging to the Popular Democratic 
Front, a Marxist Palestinian guerrilla group, near 
the Sidon citadel. 
Premier Rashid Karami’s cabinet reportedly 
reached agreement on terms for a solution in­ 
tended to end the eight-month civil war. The 
agreement meets demands of both Christian and 
Moslem factions in Lebanon, said the daily 
newspaper An Nahar, whose editor, Ghassan 
Tueni, doubles as a cabinet minister. 
The paper said the agreement will abolish the 
6-5 Christian majority in parliament and divide 
the 99 seats evenly. The country’s Christian presi­ 
dent will be stripped of his power to appoint the 
Moslem premier, which is to be given to parlia­ 
ment, said An Nahar The premier will be given 
powers at the expense of the president.

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A Splendid City. Why? 


As part of recent personal attacks on 


Planning Director Douglas Brogden for 
allegedly being most responsible for delays 
in completing an update of the Lincoln- 
Lancaster Comprehensive Plan, the City 
Council was urged by one of its members to 
"hire somebody to ramrod it" through. 
The whole city, it was said, "is being held 
up." 


Growth and development in Lincoln 


being "held up" by officials and citizens 
who are putting together a revised plan and 
posing alternatives for Lincoln's future? 
Perhaps the city is being "held up," not in 
the sense of development being obstructed, 
but in the sense that the planning process 
moves at a measured pace. And that is 
probably one of the main reasons Lincoln is 
such a quality city and object of resident 
pride. 


In Lincoln we tend to be concerned 


about the compatibility of land uses and an 
even pattern of growth and development. 
We encourage development, but not at the 
expense of existing businesses and that is 
one reason Lincoln has a central business 
district which is one of the healthiest in the 
nation for a city of this size. We are con- 
cerned with preserving the esthetic at- 
tributes of the city and hope we can 
balance that with the requirements of 
progress. We are coming to the point where 
we have more respect, in our-decision- 


making processes, for human beings than 
for machines. We have not paved 
everything in sight with concrete. We have 
some examples of spot zoning and 
haphazard development but the examples 
are not preponderant. There are some 
blighted areas in Lincoln, but that problem 
is being attacked in a comprehensive 
manner. Although the city generally 
cooperates with developers, our officials 
are not inclined to buy every single 
proposed development scheme that is 
dangled before them and they are rightful- 
ly skeptical of those based on unsound 
planning principles. 


In short, we have a fine city, one we 


are proud of, because we have taken the 
time and generally have followed the prin- 
ciples to make it so. 


Some of the people who complain 


about time being wasted and who accuse 
Brogden of lack of leadership in getting the 
plan completed, who think a comprehen- 
sive plan can be hastily thrown together 
with a minimum of difficulty, are people 
who also will agree that Lincoln is a splen- 
did city. They should ask themselves why 
— and they might come to the conclusion, 
however grudgingly, that the Brogdens of 
this city have had something to do with it. 


The "whole city being held up" 


because of dealys in updating the plan? 
Maybe so. And maybe that's good. 


Truth A Powerful Irritant 


Our opinion of American Ambassador 


to the United Nations Daniel P. Moynihan 
was raised another notch some days ago by 
an attack on his recent performances in the 
world forum. You can tell a lot about a per- 
son from the motives and character of his 
enemies and critics. 


To be sure, we were somewhat 


perplexed at the attack on Moynihan by the 
British ambassador a few weeks past. But 
criticism from the Kremlin is not so sur- 
prising and it is that to which we refer. 


A top Pravda commentator through 


whom the Soviet leadership speaks has 
blasted Moynihan, claiming that the U.S. 
ambassador "only deteriorates inter- 
national relations by his insulting and 
defiant reproofs against independent states 
. . ." Further, Moynihan has "assumed 
the role of supreme judge" and has 
"thundered at the overwhelming majority 
of the U.N. member states," said Pravda's 
Yuri Zhukov. 


Moynihan has been in big trouble at 


the Kremlin jor his remarks accusing the 
Soviet Union of attempting to recolonize 
Africa. 


That is why he has been excoriated by 


the Soviet press: he has been telling the

truth, loudly and persistently, and the truth 
can be a powerful irritant. 


There is no mistaking the ominous 


shift in Soviet strategy. More than at any 
time since Khrushchev stopped pounding 
his shoe in rhythm with denunciations of 
the west in favor of peaceful coexistence 
and economic competition, the Soviet 
Union is on the march, seeking to extend 
its sphere of influence across the far 
reaches of the globe and seeking to 
dominate even more people than it now 
enslaves. 


This nation, not wanting to offend 


world opinion in the wake of the Vietnam 
involvement and desiring to compromise in 
the interests of peace, finds itself un- 
derwriting the U.S.S.R.'s failing 
agricultural production efforts, 
making 


concessions on armaments and turning the 
other cheek as Soviets or their agents push 
and shove their way around the world. 


Moynihan is serving the purpose of 


putting the world on public notice that in 
this detente arrangement, the tensions are 
being relaxed at only one end. His may be a 
lonely voice in the present administration, 
but we are in his debt nevertheless.

Perhaps significantly, the CIA

business, register a car, claim 
unemployment insurance or 
even purchase savings bonds, he 
must leave behind his life 
historv. 


Much of the information is of 


no practical value to anyone 
except some bureaucrat with a 
Big Brother complex. 


For page after page. Murphy 


also tefls how to dig out informa- 
tion from private sources. He 
relates, for example, bow be 
tracked down a nameless 
Hungarian airplane-parts 
manufacturer by using bank 
records. 


Another tune, be checked 


whether a subject bad ever been 
bonded by one of ha- employers. 
It turned out that she had, and 
be swept up the loose infonaa- 


tion that had been unavailable 
from other sources. 


Murphy has also found 


landladies an excellent source of 
information. "The landladies of 
these rooming houses often get 
to know their roomers quite 
well," he counsels federal in- 
vestigators. 


Alumni reunions can be 


productive. 
"At 
such 


gatherings," he advises, "a 
photograph is inevitable, and it 
might be the means of obtaining 
an up-to-date photograph for use 
in your inquiry." 


Murphy also recommends 


checking with the public utilities 
that serve the subject's 
neighborhood. "The records of 
the gas, electric, water, 
telephone and sewer companies 
are particularly helpful. " be con- 
fides. 


It is clear from Murphy's 


handbook that newsmen often 
come under tbe federal spyglass. 
He has found the musty, old ac- 
creditation records from World 
War n and the Korean War are 
loaded with intimate details 
about correspondents. 


"The files will contain travel 


data and will include complaints 
about the (newsman), such as 
leaving debts behind, excessive 
drinking or inaccurate repor- 
ting," Murphy says. 


Read singly, the federal files 


may seem merely another

More 
and more peopie are saying that 
California Governor Jerry 
Brown's politics of asceticism, 
budget-cutting and frugality 
could signal a philosophic 
revitalization of the Democratic 
Party or even make the popular 
37-year-old Californian a plausi- 
ble 1976 presidential candidate. 


I doubt it - like I doubt that 


Maharaji Ji will be the next 
pope. Brown's unusual 
background and outlook has not 
caused much adverse comment 
in the unique cultural and 
political climate of California. 
But the odds are that his extraor- 
dinary blend of counter-culturish 
thinking, Jesuit asceticism and 
Asian mysticism cannot survive 
full-blown national amplification 
or indeed reach beyond Pacific 
shoes to mount a successful 
political appeal in the Dixie Bi- 
ble Belt and Northeastern ethnic 
null towns. 


To elaborate: A recent New 


York Times magazine story 
noted that Brown claims three 
men — Ho Chi Minh, Mao Tse- 
tung and Mahatma Gandhi — as 
heroes because of their 
asceticism. A Buddhist choir 
sang at Brown's January 1975 in- 
augural, he has taken visiting 
journalists to eat in an Asian 
vegetarian restaurant, and so 
forth. 


This may seem like trifling 


stuff, but note what his cam- 
paign manager, Thomas Quinn, 
has admitted about Brown's pre- 
November 1974 ideological 
reticence: "We wanted to avoid 
any discussion of substance. We 
found obscure, boring issues and 
talked about them. Jerry's real 
ideas were dangerous, but we 
were generally successful in 
avoiding them."

Additional suggestive evidence 


can be found in Brown's ad- 
mitted favorite book. "Small Is 
Beautiful," 
by E. 
F. 


Schumacher, a British Utopian 
Socialist and economic planner. 
Schumacher advocates economic 
asceticism, saying — for exam- 
ple — that it is "highly un- 
economic to go in for com- 
plicated tailoring, like the 
modern West, when a much 
more beautiful effect can be 
achieved by the skillful draping 
of uncut material." As in 
Buddhist robes, perhaps? 


"We need not be surprised," 


also writes Schumacher, "that 
the pressure and strain of living 
is very much less in, say, Burma 
than it is in the United States, in 
spite of the fact that the amount 
of labor-saving machinery used 
in the former country is only a 
minute fraction of the amount 
used in the latter." Unfortunate- 
ly, socialist Burma is so low-key 
that British-built factories and 


railroads are rusting, disease is 
widespread, and the average life 
expectancy is only 44 years.

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If it's unfair to link the gover- 


nor too closely with the 
Schumacher book, his Jesuit 
training offers a similar focus. A 
November article in San Fran- 
cisco magazine describes Brown 
as having told a group of Loyola 


Marymount University (Lo* 
Angeta) student! and faculty "If 
you want to know what my ad- 
ministration will be like, look at 
St. Ignatius' llth and 12th 
Rules." 


St. Ignatius Loyola was the 


16th Cwtury founder of the 
Jesuits, and those two rules state 
that each Jesuit must abhor 
completely all that which the 
world loves, and must make 
his main object self-denial and 
continuous mortification. More 
asceticism. More "small is 
beautiful."

My point is not to deny Jerry 


Brown's popularity in California. 
His frugality and skepticism 
toward government has struck a 
positive chord. But California 
may not be a good national 
testing ground or launching pad. 
While the state anticipates 
trends, it also distorts and 
exaggerates them.

Back in the 1930's, when the

Today, of course, the tide is

Methodist Church missionaries in Chile. 


Moore, who has served as principal of the El 
-'Agricultural School at Angol, Chile, for 


han 10 years, also notes that unemploy- 
m Chile has reached 20%, according to 


Chilean government statistics. 


And a Catholic bishop there recently said that 


in some places of Chile unemployment was as 
high as 90%, Moore said. 


Work Not Affected 


Although the Chilean press has been critical 


of U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kissinger and 
Sen. Edward Kennedy and some U.S. policies 
any tension existing between Chile and the 
United States has not affected their work, accor- 
ding to the Moores. 


Mrs. Moore, who has taught English in the 


Chilean schools in addition to raising the Moores' 
four children, said the Chilean people always 
have been very friendly toward them. 


Although there are occasional misunderstan- 


dings and problems in working with people of a 
foreign nation, the Moores said any anti-North 
American feelings of the Chilean people are not 
reflected in their attitudes toward the Moores 


Sympathies Divided 


Some Chileans are solid supporters of the 


United States while others are anti-North 
America, they said. One of their best Chilean 
friends is anti-North America but not negative at 
all in his attitude toward individual Americans in 
Chrie. 


Mrs. Moore, who is a graduate of Nebraska 


Wesleyan University, and her husband both were 
"short-term missionaries" prior to their marriage 
after which they went to Chile. 


Moore, a native of California, had spent his 


three-year short term in Chile, while Mrs. Moore 
spent those three years in Rhodesia, Africa. 


"It is difficult with the children to try to com- 


municate in Spanish when our native tongue is 
English," Mrs. Moore commented, noting that it 
is essential to speak Spanish in the home there 
because of other Chileans who are in the home. 


Conveniences Lacking 


Homemaking in Chile takes up more time 


than in the United State because of the lack of 
modern conveniences. 


Heating all one's water, cooking on a wood 


stove and washing clothes without a washer and 
dryer are time-consuming tasks, but "we're es- 
sentially used to it," Mrs. Moore said. 


She said it would be nke to have an 


automatic washer and dryer with four children 
but the advantages of knowing two cultures out- 
weigh the inconveniences in the home. 


The ElVergel school, which is the oldest 


agricultural secondary school in Chile, was 
opened in 1919 by United States Methodist mis- 
sionaries and is now operated by the Chilean 
Methodist Church. 


The some 100 resident students of the school 


come from all parts of Chile and a few have come 
from Peru and Argentina, according to Moore. 


Students Screened 


He said they are screened and interviewed 


prior to acceptance in the tuition-free school. 


Most of the students come from low 


economic level homes, and much of the satisfac- 
tion of working in such an assignment is to see the 
changes which are apparent in many students, the 
Moores said. 


"Some of the students which caused the most 


trouble in school become the greatest leaders," 
Moore said, citing examples of some young men 
who showed drastic changes. 


Although the Chileans are beginning to 


recognize women, the general feeling is that the 
woman's place is in the home. 


Women Were Accepted 


In 1966, the El Vergel School opened its doors 


to women for about four years but due to lack of 
interest and few job opportunities, the school was 
forced to discontinue the co-educational practice. 


Moore said there is an effort nationally to 


enroll girls in secondary and higher education 
schools; but for the agricultural school, the costs 
didn't warrant continued female enrollment. 


He said maintaining adequate dormitory 


facilities is a great expense in such resident 
schools. 


Although the children had mixed feelings 


about leaving their Chilean friends and 
schoolmates, the Moore family is looking forward 
to a new assignment 


Moore said he will be working in a rural 


extension project with Indians of Temuco. 


After that two to three-year assignment, the 


future is not yet determined. Whether the Moores 
will return to the States, stay in Chile or accept 
another assignment is not yet known, they saitf 


Dr. Hoiberg Helping Measure 
Local Communities' Heartbeat 


Dr. Otto Hoiberg says there's 


nothing he would dislike more 
than to be "cut off entirely from 
work." 


So, he did something about it 


and the city of Lincoln is better- 
off for it. 


Hoiberg "retired" last year as 


head of the University of 
Nebraska's community develop- 
ment extension division. But, 
retired he's not. Just ask the 
staff of the city's Urban 
Development Department. 


Since July, Hoiberg has been 


helping the city measure the 
heartbeat 
of 
Lincoln 


neighborhoods. 


Hoiberg, who was one of the 


leading pushers for establishing 
community development 
programs in Nebraska, now 
works 
for 
the 
city's 


Neighborhood 
Assistance 


Bureau (NAB). 


Quarters Cramped 


Several days a week the 


professor treks to his "office" — 
a desk located in the NAB's 
cramped basement quarters at 
the "Clinton House." The house, 
at 2137 Clinton St.. is the office 
for many of the Urban Develop- 
ment Department's staff and 
VISTA workers. 


His desk is overflowing with 


stacks of computer printout 
sheets, which, under Dr. 
Hoiberg's practiced eye, will 
outline the needs and wants of 
Lincoln neighborhood groups. 


Information on those com- 


puter sheets are obtained from 


attitude surveys, which are con- 
sidered the foundation of 
neighborhood planning efforts. 


Those surveys, Hoiberg 


explains, attempt to measure the 
problems, wants and needs of 
people living in a certain 
geographic area. Eventually, 
development programs will be 
drafted. Federal funds may then 
be channeled into those areas. 


Working On Manual 


In addition to working on 


those surveys, Hoiberg is putting 
together a neighborhood 
developmend guide. The manual 
will be distributed to 
neighborhood leaders, giving 
them tips on how to generate in- 
terest in neighborhoods and 
neighborhood planning. 


The NAB also is planning to 


conduct workshops next year on 
neighborhood planning. 


Hoiberg, who helped found 


Atiturk University in Turkey in 
1957-58, has left his mark on 
many Nebraska communities, 
not just Lincoln. 


Through the years he has 


helped set up community 
organizations in Nebraska 
towns, helped plan surveys and 
conducted community planning. 


Hoiberg is exceptionally happy 


that so many agencies and 
federal funds are available to aid 
in various community develop- 
ment programs. 


In the beginning, he 


remembers, "We were just 
playing it by ear." 


Coordination A Problem 


Now with the myriad of state, 


local and private agencies 
working in the field, the situa- 
tion has "posed a problem of 
coordination," he reports. 


As a result, he is pleased that a 


chapter of the Community 
Development Society has been 
formed in the state which 
"keeps the communication lines 
open." 


Such sharing of information is 


needed, Hoiberg said, to avoid 
duplication and conflicting 
programs. 


Hoiberg says he enjoys 


working for the city. The pace is 
a little slower now than when he 
worked for the university. And 
he likes it that way. 


"It's very convenient. I work 


when I want to and how much I 
want to." 


City officials say they're glad 


he does.

Work Not Affected 
Although the Chilean press has been critical 
of U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kissinger and 
Sen, Edward Kennedy and some U.S. policies 
any tension existing between Chile and the 
I nited States has not affected their work accor­ 
ding to the Moores. 
Mrs. Moore, who has taught English in the 
Chilean schools in addition to raising the Moores’ 
four children, said the Chilean people always 
have been very friendly toward them. 


Although there are occasional misunderstan­ 
dings and problems in working with people of a 
foreign nation, the Moores said any anti-North 
American feelings of the Chilean people are not 
reflected in their attitudes toward the Moores. 
Sympathies Divided 
Some Chileans are solid supporters of the 
United States while others are anti-North 
America, they said. One of their best Chilean 
friends is anti-North America but not negative at 
all in his attitude toward individual Americans in 
Chile. 


Mrs. Moore, who is a graduate of Nebraska 
Wesleyan University, and her husband both were 
short-term missionaries” prior to their marriage 
after which they went to Chile. 
Moore, a native of California, had spent his 
three-year short term in Chile, while Mrs. Moore 
spent those three years in Rhodesia, Africa. 
It is difficult with the children to try to com­ 
municate in Spanish when our native tongue is 
English. Mrs. Moore commented, noting that it 
is essential to speak Spanish in the home there 
because of other Chileans who are in the home. 
Conveniences Lacking 
Homemakmg in Chile takes up more time 


than in the United States because of the lack of 
modem conveniences. 
Heating all one’s water, cooking on a wood 
stove and washing clothes without a washer and 
dryer are time-consuming tasks, but “we’re es­ 
sentially used to it,” Mrs. Moore said. 
She said it would be nice to have an 
automatic washer and dryer with four children 
but the advantages of knowing two cultures out­ 
weigh the inconveniences in the home. 
The ElVergel school, which is the oldest 
agricultural secondary school in Chile, was 
opened in 1919 by United States Methodist mis­ 
sionaries and is now operated by the Chilean 
Methodist Church. 
The some 100 resident students of the school 
come from all parts of Chile and a few have come 
from Peru and Argentina, according to Moore. 
Students Screened 
He said they are screened and interviewed 
prior to acceptance in the tuition-free school. 
Most of the students come from low 
economic level homes, and much of the satisfac­ 
tion of working in such an assignment is to see the 
changes which are apparent in many students, the 
Moores said. 
Some of the students which caused the most 
trouble in school become the greatest leaders,” 
Moore said, citing examples of some young men 
who showed drastic changes. 
Although the Chileans are beginning to 
recognize women, the general feeling is that the 
woman’s place is in the home 
Women Were Accepted 
In 1966, the El Vergel School opened its doors 
to women for about four years but due to lack of 
interest and few job opportunities, the school was 
forced to discontinue the co-educational practice. 
Moore said there is an effort nationally to 
enroll girls in secondary and higher education 
schools; but for the agricultural school, the costs 
didn't warrant continued female enrollment 
He said maintaining adequate dormitory 
facilities is a great expense in such resident 
schools. 
Although the children had mixed feelings 
about leaving their Chilean friends and 
schoolmates, the Moore family is looking forward 
to a new assignment. 
Moore said he will be working in a rural 
extension project with Indians of Temuco. 
After that two to three-year assignment, the 
future is not yet determined. Whether the Moores 
will return to the States, stay in Chile or accept 
another assignn^ent is not yet known, they said. 
Dr. Hoiberg Helping Measure 
Local Communities' Heartbeat 
Dr. Otto Hoiberg says there’s 
nothing he would dislike more 
than to be "cut off entirely from 
work.” 
So, he did something about it 
and the city of Lincoln is better 
off for it. 
Hoiberg "retired” last year as 
head of the University of 
Nebraska’s community develop­ 
ment extension division. But, 
retired he's not. Just ask the 
staff of the city’s Urban 
Development Department. 
Since July, Hoiberg has been 
helping the city measure the 
heartbeat 
of 
Lincoln 
neighborhoods. 
Hoiberg. who was one of the 
leading pushers for establishing 
community development 
programs in Nebraska, now 
works 
for 
the 
city ’s 
Neighborhood 
Assistance 
Bureau (NAB). 
Quarters (Vamped 
Several days a week the 
professor treks to his “office” — 
a desk located in the NAB’s 
cramped basement quarters at 
the "Clinton House. ’’ The house, 
at 2137 Clinton St.. is the office 
for many of the Urban Develop­ 
ment Department’s staff and 
VISTA workers. 
His desk is overflowing with 
stacks of computer printout 
sheets, which, under Dr. 
Hoiberg s practiced eye, will 
outline the needs and wants of 
Lincoln neighborhood groups. 
Information on those com­ 
puter sheets are obtained from 


Otto Hoiberg 


attitude surveys, which are con­ 
sidered the foundation of 
neighborhood planning efforts. 
Those surveys, Hoiberg 
explains, attempt to measure the 
problems, wants and needs of 
people living in a certain 
geographic area. Eventually, 
development programs will be 
drafted. Federal funds may then 
be channeled into those areas. 
Working On Manual 
In addition to working on 
those surveys, Hoiberg is putting 
together a neighborhood 
developmend guide. The manual 
w ill be distributed to 
neighborhood leaders, giving 
them tips on how to generate in­ 
terest in neighborhoods and 
neighborhood planning. 
The NAB also is planning to 
conduct workshops next year on 
neighborhood planning. 
Hoiberg. who helped found 


Atiturk University in Turkey in 
1957-58, has left his mark on 
many Nebraska communities, 
not just Lincoln. 
Through the years he has 
helped set up community 
organizations in Nebraska 
towns, helped plan surveys and 
conducted community planning. 
Hoiberg is exceptionally happy 
that so many agencies and 
federal funds are available to aid 
in various community develop­ 
ment programs. 
In the beginuing, he 
remembers, “ We were just 
playing it by ear.” 
Coordination A Problem 
Now with the myriad of state, 
local and private agencies 
working in the field, the situa­ 
tion has "posed a problem of 
coordination,” he reports. 
As a result, he is pleased that a 
chapter of the Community 
Development Society has been 
formed in the state which 
"keeps the communication lines 
open.” 
Such sharing of information is 
needed, Hoiberg said, to avoid 
duplication and conflicting 
programs. 
Hoiberg says he enjoys 
working for the city. The pace is 
a little slower now' than when he 
worked for the university. And 
he likes it that way. 
it ’s very convenient. I work 
when I want to and how much I 
want to.” 
City officials say they’re glad 
he does.

"A year from now, we will 
have a new administration.

But Miss Good says the letters 
were meant as helpful warnings 
to stop pollution, not “personal 
threats,” to the business and 
government leader« who were 
supposed to receive them. 
Here is the text of a letter 
which was introduced by the 
prosecution Wednesday in 
arguing against the women’s 
request to be freed without bail: 
"Anyone moving for Nuclear 
Plants is moving for Death. 
Many people with knives who 
love earth will bring what you 
deserve for trying to take it with 
you. 
"Crazy horse from nuthouse 
come with butchers through 
bedrooms as the screams and 
cries tell of trampled, warning 
you. 
"Laugh at this until one of 
your family in blood makes deal 
to you your murder Stop now 
We have enough energy. Or test 
me! And Indians in my grave is 
in the night of your mind!” 
Miss Good said she didn’t 
write the letter She said Miss 
Fromme wrote 3,000 letters that 
were seized by the FBI on Sept. 
5, when Miss Fromme was 
arrested for trying to kill Presi­ 
dent Ford 
Miss Good also said she “felt 
no guilt” about the letters and 
had asked the FBl to mail them. 


“Those people should thank 
me for warning them,” she said. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Philip Wilkins refused to lower 
the $50,000 bail for each woman, 
but set another hearing for Jan. 
6. 
It was not clear whether the 
3,000 letters allegedly written by 
Miss Fromme included the 171 
letters in the Good-Murphy in­ 
dictment. 
The indictment says the 
women gave the 171 letters to a 
friend, Michael Davies, to be 
mailed, but he turned the letters 
over to the FBI. 
It also wasn’t known to whom 
the letter introduced in court 
was supposed to be sent, or 
whether the recipient was 
among 70 business and govern­ 
ment figures on a so-called 
“death list” released by Miss 
Good on Sept 11, 
At that time, she said "a wave 
of assassins" would carry out the 
killings unless the people on the 
list stopped polluting the earth. 
Miss Fromme, like Miss Good 
a disciple of convicted mass 
murderer Charles Manson, has 
been sentenced to life in prison 
tor attempted assassination. She 
was named as an umdicated 
coconspirator by the federal 
grand jury that indicted Miss 
Good and Miss Murphy.

“ It would be premature to conclude that the 
dangers of internal and external subversion had 
been fully surmounted,” the draft resolution 
states. “ The forces of destabilization are still at 
work within and outside the country , ” 


In a reference to the ouster and assassination of 
pro-Indian President Sheik Mujibur Rahman in 
Bangladesh in August, the resolution declares; 
“ Happenings in neighboring countries and 
beyond cast their ominous shadows upon our land 
and at feet our security !ind stability.”

Hong Kong — A familiar Third World argu ment 
these day s is that if the rich cou ntries wou ld only con­ 
su me less, the poor cou ntries wou ld hav e more. 
How v alid is this argu ment? Shou ld Americans 
feel gu ilty becau se they hav e too mu ch to eat while the 
people of Bangladesh don’t hav e enou gh? 
A look arou nd Asia, where more than half the 
world s people liv e, su ggests that the problem lies not 
with the rich cou ntries bu t within the poor cou ntries 
themselv es. It also su ggests ttfat some people are 
better at looking after themselv es than others. 
It is no accident that the poorest cou ntries in Asia 
are also the most mismanaged, the most corru pt, the 
most lethargic, the least likely to su cceed. 
India is a good horrible ex ample. For a decade or 
so the United States su pplied India with enou gh grain 
to feed 10% of its popu lation — not that it ev er got 
down to the people who needed it most. 
The resu lt was that it only postponed the day 
when India wou ld hav e to come to grips with reality . 
Yet India is not a poor cou ntry ; only its people are 
poor. India has 507 o more arable land than China and 
only half of China’s popu lation. It also has a more 
fav orable climate for growing things. 
Yet the Chinese hav e enou gh to eat while Indians 
starv e. 
There is no correlation between economic growth

and natu ral resou rces, a fact noted by Bu siness Inter­ 
national in a comprehensiv e 217 -page $140 gu ide for 
foreign inv estors called “Bu siness Strategies for 
Dev eloping Asia, 197 5-198 5.” 
In fact, the Asia cou ntries richest in natu ral 
resou rces are also the poorest, while those that are 
poorest in raw materials are the most prosperou s. 
Leav ing Japan ou t of the pictu re becau se 
economically it belongs more to the West than to Asia, 
the most prosperou s cou ntries are Sou th Korea, 
Taiwan, Hong Kong and Singapore. All, ex cept of 
cou rse Sou th Korea, are wholly or predominantly 
Chinese. 
The Chinese take care of themselv es, regardless of 
where they are. 
On the other hand, the two most richly endowed 
cou ntries in Asia, the Philippines and Indonesia, are 
among the poorest in East Asia. The slu ms of Manila 
and Jakarta are not in the same leagu e with Calcu tta, 
bu t they are enou gh to make the av erage well-fed 
American wish he had nev er seen them. 
If the rich cou ntries are getting richer and the 
poor cou ntries poorer, the same applies within the 
poor cou ntries.

DAMASCUS, Sy ria (AP) - King Khaled 
of Saudi Arabia began a three-day visit to 
Sy ria on Thursday to dramatize his wealthy 
kingdom’s concern for the troubled Arab 
alliance against Israel. 
The pro-Soviet Sy nan regime turned out 
thousands of school children to line the air­ 
port road and cheer the conservative anti- 
( ommunist monarch as he arrived from 
neighboring J ordan. 
Khaled, Khaled, they shouted, waving 
photos of the 62-y ear-old monarch and 
President Hafez Assad. “ Assad. Our blood 
and our spirits for Assad.” 


The Sy rians slaughtered 10 sheep in a 
traditional Bedouin gesture of welcome as 
Khaled drove up to the official Damascus 
guest house where he was stay ing. 
The Christmas Day show underlined 
Assad’s reliance on contributions from 
Khaled and other oil potentates to finance 


his 150,00(Fman army and Soviet-equipped 
air force. 


Khaled s fortune — with income of $25 
billion a y ear — provides Sy ria with the 
largest share of a billion-dollar annual sub­ 
sidy from Arab petroleum giants, almost a 
quarter of Sy ria’s 1976 budget. 


Saudi Arabia also stations a garrison 
reported to number between 15,000 and 
30,000 soldiers along Sy ria's Golan Heights 
front with Israel. It is backed by Saudi ar­ 
mor and a Saudi air force squadron that 
recently took part in war maneuvers with 
Sy rian troops. 


Sy rian officials and diplomats in 
Damascus said the Saudi military commit­ 
ment will play a key role in the three day s 
oi talks between Khaled and Assad. 
Another major issue between the 


monarch and Assad was Sy ria’s bitter dis­ 
pute with Egy pt over IJhe Sinai withdrawal 
accord signed by President Anwar Sadat 
and the Israelis under American patronage. 


Assad’s angry reaction to the accord — 
he called it a sellout of Sy ria and the 
Palestinians — has opened a rancorous 
chasm between the two major Arab 
military powers ranged against Israel. 


Observers said Khaled, who also 
provides a large share of the billion-dollar 
subsidy going to Egy pt, was try ing to 
smooth over the quarrel in the interests of 
Arab solidarity against Israel. 


“ Neither Egy pt nor Sy ria is red hot on 
reconciliation,” said a knowledgeable 
diplomat. “ But both have an enormous 
amount of respect for the Saudis and their 
money ."

Syria on Thursday to dramatize his wealthy 
kingdom's concern for the troubled Arab 
alliance against Israel. 


The pnvSoviet Syrian regime turned out 


thousands of school children to line the air- 
port road and cheer the conservative anti- 
Communist monarch as he arrived from 
neighboring Jordan. 


"Khaled, Khaled," they shouted, waving 


photos of the 62-year-old monarch and 
President Hafez Assad. "Assad. Our blood 
and our spirits for Assad." 


The Syrians slaughtered 10 sheep in a 


traditional Bedouin gesture of welcome as 
Khaled drove up to the official Damascus 
guest house where he was staying. 


The Christmas Day show underlined 


Assad's reliance on contributions from 
Khaled and other oil potentates to finance 


air force. 


Khaled's fortune - with income of $25 


billion a year - provides Syria with the 
largest share of a billion-dollar annual sub- 
sidy from Arab petroleum giants, almost a 
quarter of Syria's 1978 budget. 


Saudi Arabia also stations a garrison 


reported to number between 15,000 and 
30,000 soldiers along Syria's Golan Heights 
front with Israel. It is backed by Saudi ar- 
mor and a Saudi air force squadron that 
recently took part in war maneuvers with 
Syrian troops. 
, 


Syrian officials and diplomats in 


Damascus said the Saudi military commit- 
ment will play a key role in the three days 
of talks between Khaled and Assad. 


Another major issue between the 


monarch and Assad was Syria's bitter dis- 
pute with Egypt over tie Sinai withdrawal 
accord signed by President Anwar Sadat 
and the Israelis under American patronage. 


Assad's angry reaction to the accord — 


he called it a sellout of Syria and the 
Palestinians - has opened a rancorous 
chasm between the two major Arab 
military powers ranged against Israel. 


Observers said Khaled, who also 


provides a large share of the billion-dollar 
subsidy going to Egypt, was trying to 
smooth over the quarrel in the interests of 
Arab solidarity against Israel. 


"Neither Egypt nor Syria is red hot on 


reconciliation," said a knowledgeable 
diplomat. "But both have an enormous 
•amount of respect for the Saudis and their 
money."

Bv 1972 he was playing a few night spots in 
Grand Island and decided to enlist in the Army, 
intending to continue his music career with a 
Special Services unit. 
Despite the recruiter’s promises, West soon 
found himself a truck driver at Ft. Carson near 
Denver 
West didn’t let that stop his career, 
however, and was soon making enough money 
in Denver bars with “ Sam West and the Original 
Playmates” to pay fellow soldiers to stand his 
night duty. 
One of West’s superiors heard of his success 
and talents and asked him to form a group and 
go on the road to drum up support for the then 
fledgling all-volunteer Army. “ I wasn’t too 
excited because I was making good money 
downtown, but I decided to do it,” West said. 
After eight months touring every part of the 
country' but California, West returned to Ft. 
Carson — and another misunderstanding with 
the Army. 


“ They promised to pay for wear and tear on 
the equipment we were using, which was all my 
own But when we came back, they refused to 
pay,” West said. So it was back to the Denver 
bars and the life of “ a real rag entertainer.”

The money continued to roll in and West's 
group made a demonstration tape for an album 
in Applewood, Colo., but his personal life was 
falling apart. 
He and his wife, Gail, were married in June 
1973 and shortly after the first of their children 
— Jennifer, 2, and Sam West V, 1 — was bom, 
the relationship went on the rocks. “ I knew 
something was wrong. I thought maybe I didn’t 
want to be tied down,” West said. 


Then he met a 26-year-old sergeant and 
Church of the Nazarene minister, whom he 
found amusing at first. “ Ron would sit and talk 
with me and ask me to go to his church and I’d 
kind of laugh at him,” West said. “ I didn’t know 
it then, but he had his church praying for me.” 
West was suffering a nervous disorder that 
became so intense he had to go to the Infirmary 
for shots to keep him from hyperventilating. 
“ I d scare myself into a frenzy. I had an intense 
fear of death and that nobody could help me,” 
he says. “ I was ready to give it all up and do 
away with myself.” 
Last December, West went to the Nazarene 
pastor as a last resort. “ He gave me a little book 
that began, ‘Does your life seem meaningless?’ 
Everything in the book fit me. 
“ When we got down in the study and 
prayed, I could feel everything change. A peace 
came over me, and I knew I had found Christ.” 
West said faith doesn’t solve all problems, 
but it makes them easier to face.

The smoky Denver bars were soon behind 
him and his talented voice was put to work 
spreading the Word with a Colorado Gospel 
group. 
He left the Army last June and returned to 
Nebraska, where he worked for Champion 
Home Builders in York before joining the police 
force. 
Agreeing that his story sounds like the 
scenario for a soap opera, West said people 
accept him for what he has become. “ I was a lit­ 
tle uptight when I first went back to Geneva,” 
he said, “but I found most people respect the 
heck out of you if you really believe.” 
The 21-year-old officer said his age and the 
street knowledge he collected working in bars 
help him in his police contacts with teen-agers. 
“ I can relate to young people very well,” he 
said. “ I can put myself in their place and really 
understand them. ” Police must earn the respect 
of young people, West said, not demand it. 
West and another York officer aretmaching 
a grade-school basketball team, and the young 
policeman is interested in helping establish a 
Golden Gloves boxing program in York. 
Athletics, Music 


Athletics and music are the way to a young 
person’s heart, according to West, who believes 
he has already seen results. 
“ There was one girl who was on the streets 
just driving around all night,” he said. “ Some 
people had given up on her, but I used my music 
and talked her into going to church with me.” 
West is studying for the Nazarene ministry, 
and once the pressures of learning to be a 
policeman are behind him, he hopes to work 
through other churches in Nebraska to carry his 
message through Gospel music. 
Even though West beams with the excite­ 
ment of a reborn Christian, the flicker of an 
entertainer is still there. “ My one goal in life 
now is to cut a Gospel album,” he said.

York - Following in the footsteps of toe

Armed with a Bible, a growing repertory of 


Gospel music and a pistol, which he will use if 
he must, West finds his new job a good oppor- 
tunity to testify for the Lord 


"I don't feel it's a hindrance to me," he 


says. "I feel I can be a good cop and a good 
Christian too " 


West was adopted by his grandparents as a 


child. Although both were good musicians, he 
didn't pick up a guitar until his ninth-grade 
summer in Geneva. 


"Grandfather said, 'You'll never learn to 


play that darn thing I don't know why you fool 
with it.' Well, that made me determined to do 
it," West recalls 


After playing for a few banquets and civic 


affairs, West landed a job playing dinner music 
twice a week at the Geneva Country Club 


Joined Army in '72 


By 1972 he was playing a few night spots in 


Grand Island and decided to enlist in the Army, 
intending to continue his music career with a 
Special Services unit. 


Despite the recruiter's promises, West soon 


found himself a truck driver at Ft Carson near 
Denver 


West didn't let that stop his career, 


however, and was soon making enough money 
in Denver bars with "Sam West and the Original 
Playmates" to pay fellow soldiers to stand his 
night duty. 


One of West's superiors heard of his success 


and talents and asked him to form a group and 
go on the road to drum up support for the then 
fledgling all-volunteer Army "I wasn't too 
excited because I was making good money 
downtown, but I decided to do it," West said. 


After eight months touring every part of the 


country but California, West returned to Ft 
Carson — and another misunderstanding with 
the Army 


"They promised to pay for wear and tear on 


the equipment we were using, which was all my 
own But when we came back, they refused to 
pay," West said. So it was back to the Denver 
bars and the life of "a real rag entertainer." 


Money Rolls In 
The money continued to roll m and West's 


group made a demonstration tape for an album 
in Applewood, Colo., but his personal life was 
falling apart 


He and his wife, Gail, were married in June 


1973 and shortly after the first of their children 
— Jennifer, 2, and Sam West V, 1 — was born, 
the relationship went on the rocks "I knew 
something was wrong I thought maybe I didn't 
want to be tied down," West said. 


Then he met a 26-year-old sergeant and 


Church of the Nazarene minister, whom he 
found amusing at first. "Ron would sit and talk 
with me and ask me to go to his church and I'd 
kind of laugh at him," West said "I didn't know 
it then, but he had his church praying for me." 


West was suffering a nervous disorder that 


' became so intense he had to go to the Infirmary 


for shots to keep him from hyperventilating. 
"I'd scare myself into a frenzy. I had an intense 
fear of death and that nobody could help me," 
he says "I was ready to give it all up and do 
away with myself" 


Last December, West went to the Nazarene 


pastor as a last resort. "He gave me a little book 
that began, 'Does your life seem meaningless'' 
Everything in the book fit me 


"When we got down in the study and 


prayed, I could feel everything change. A peace 
came t, :er me, and I knew I had found Christ " 


West said faith doesn't solve all problems, 


but it makes them easier to face 


Bars Left Behind 


The smoky Denver bars were soon behind 


him and his talented voice was put to work 
spreading the Word with a Colorado Gospel 
group 


He left the Army last June and returned to 


Nebraska, where he worked for Champion 
Home Builders in York before joining the police 
force 


Agreeing that his story sounds like the 


scenario for a soap opera, West said people 
accept him for what he has become "I was a lit- 
tle uptight when I first went back to Geneva," 
he said, "but I found most people respect the 
heck out of you if you really believe " 


The 21-year-old officer said his age and the 


street knowledge he collected working in bars 
help him in his police contacts with teen-agers 


"I can relate to young people very well,' he 


said. "I can put myself in their place and really 
understand them " Police must earn the respect 
of young people, West said' not demand it 


West and another York officer are-coaching 


a grade-school basketball team, and the young 
policeman is interested in helping establish a 
Golden Gloves boxing program in York. 


Athletics, Music 


Athletics and music are the way to a young 


person's heart, according to West, who believes 
he has already seen results. 


"There was one girl who was on the streets 


just driving around all night," he said. "Some 
people had given up on her, but I used my music 
and talked her into going to church with me." 


West is studying for the Nazarene ministry, 


and once the pressures of learning to be a 
policeman are behind him, be hopes to work 
through other churches in Nebraska to carry his 
message through Gospel music 


Even though West beams with the excite- 


ment of a reborn Christian, the flicker of an 
entertainer is still there "My one goal in life 
now is to cut a Gospel album," he said

Elga Dambro, Nebraska s Com­ 
mon Cause coordinator 
So far, the Nebraska Livestock 
Feeders Assn. i.NLFA) has taken 
the strongest stand against the 
Sunshine Act. while other farm 
groups are still studying the

NLFA officials say that 
because of the stringent cam­ 
paign financing requirements in 
the act. qualified candidates 
would be discouraged from 
seeking office, thusly producing 
a less effective government.

St. Louis (UPI) — Vincent 
iiarza of Omaha has won a new 
trial on a 1970 rape charge on 
grounds that his attorney failed 
to represent him properly before 
and during his trial. 
A panel of the 8th Circuit 
Court of Appeals split 2-1 in 
ruling that a public defender had 
been negligent in not calling cer­ 
tain witnesses and in not looking 
into a report of the crime that 
had been published in the 
Omaha World-Herald. 
Garza was found guilty and 
was sentenced to 20-35 years in 
prison for the rape of 17-year-old 
girl Sept. 4, 1970. Former 
Supreme Court Justice Tom C. 
Clark said the attorney should 
have called to testify four boys 
who had accompanied Garza and 
the victim on an automobile ride 
the day of the alleged rape. 
Clark said the defense lawyer 
should have investigated police 
accounts of the case that had 
been 
published 
rn 
the 
newspaper. The victim was 
quoted by police as having given 
a version of the incident 
different from her testimony at 
the trial. 
The court ordered a new trial 
even as it acknowledged that the 
defense lawyer, identified in the 
opinion only as Mr Cullan, had 
"unfortunate family difficulties” 
immediately before the trial, in­ 
cluding the death of one of his 
children and the hospitalization 
of his wife and another child. 
Clark was joined in the opi­ 
nion by Judge Donald P. Lay. 
In a dissent, Judge Donald R. 
Ross said the majority had 
engaged in ‘‘hindsight concer­ 
ning the trial tactics of the 
defense attorney.” 
Ross said he agreed with a 
lower court judge who ruled that 
Cullan ‘‘had conducted a 
vigorous and knowledgeable 
defense, not impeded by lack of 
necessary investigation or 
preparation ”

University of Nebraska of- 


ficials have released the names 
of 199 Nebraska public officials 
and media representatives who 
received at least two free tickets 
to Cornhusker football games 
this fall. 


The disclosure came as a 


direct result of requests made by 
newspapers. 


The list included 32 state 


senators, 10 of the 11 NU 
regents. 2 former governors, 5 
former regents and 2 former 
chancellors. There also were 158 
names oT men and women 
associated with Nebraska 
newspapers, radio and television 
stations — most of them at 
executive levels. 


Richard L. Fleming, director 


of information at the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln, reported 
that approximately 50 more 
media representatives who 
received tickets have voluntarily 
paid the full price for them. So 
did 15 state senators who 
received two season tickets each. 


Two Refuse 
Two other lawmakers, Steve 


Fowler of Lincoln and Ernest 
Chambers of Omaha, refused to 
take any tickets, Fleming said. 


Source media representatives 


advised the university they 
would no longer take tickets, 
even given the option of paying 
for them. 


Fleming said Gov. J. J. Exon 


was "among the first" paying 
full price for 14 season tickets. 
The chief executive got them 
free in 1974.

paign financing requirements in

a less effective government.

drawn to encourage elementary 
school districts to join larger

Bowl Line ups

Tempe, Ariz. - Nebraska, co­ 
champion of the Big Eight 
Conference, 
and undefeated 
Arizona State, champion of the 
Western Athletic Conference 
meet at 1 p.m., Lincoln time’ 
Friday in the fifth Fiesta Bowl 
football game. 
A sellout crowd of over 51,000 
and a national television 
audience will watch these two 
nationally ranked powers in 
what is expected to be an 
“emotional” game for both. 
The Cornhuskers, who won 
ten games in a row before falling 
to Oklahoma, view the game as 
an opportunity for 25 seniors to 
bow out as “ winners," which 
they have been most of the time. 


During the past three seasons, 
Nebraska has won 28 games, lost 
six and tied one and ended up 
ranked in the top ten each year 
in final Associated Press polls. 


“We were very disappointed 
in not getting a big bowl bid,” 
co-captain Terry Luck said 
Wednesday. “ But after being 
here and seeing everything this 
bowl does for you, there's no 
way you can classify the Fiesta 
Bowl minor. It’s really a great 


honor to play in this bowl, and 
especially against a fine team 
like Arizona State.” 


Arizona State Coach Frank 
Kush and his Sun Devil players 
look at the game as an oppor­ 
tunity to show the rest of the 
football world that the pollsters 
have been wrong through the 
years in not rating ASH and 
other W estern A th le tic 
Conference teams higher. 


Despite being undefeated at 
11-0, the Sun Devils are ranked 
seventh in both the AP and 
United Press International polls 
while Nebraska goes into the 
game fifth in UPI and sixth in 
AP 
In five of the past six 
seasons, Arizona State has won 
11 games four times and ten 
another time. Only last season, 
when ASU went 7-5, were the 
Sun Devils not ranked in the top 
11 in that period, but their 
highest finish has been sixth in

Sydney, Australia (UR) - 


The New South Wales fire chief 
Thursday blamed 
lenient 


building codes for the Christmas 
morning fire that swept through 
the Savoy Hotel, killing 14 
holiday guests and injuring more 
than 25 others. 


Authorities, who earlier said 


18 persons died in the pre-dawn 
blaze, lowered the toll by four, 
explaining confusion had arisen 
becaue the injured were taken to 
three different hospitals. 


The fire, which trapped many 


of the victims in hotel rooms 
where they suffocated from the 
dense smoke, was the second 
Christmas tragedy in a row for 
Australia. 


Last Dec. 25, Cyclone Tracy 


smashed through the northern 
city of Darwin, demolishing 90% 
of the homes and killing more 
than 50 persons. 


Police, citing heavy fire 


damage near a wall unit housing 
the Savoy's electrical circuit, 
believed an electrical fault may 
have caused the fire. 


Detectives 
combed the 


building for signs of arson. 


Fire officials said the blaze ap- 


parently started in an elevator 
shaft on the ground floor of the 
four-story hotel in Sydney's 
night club district, startling 
awake some 75 holiday guests. 


Most of the dead were trapped 


in smoke-filled rooms and cor- 
ridors. Some victims apparently 
died while trying to jump to 
safety. 


New South Wales Fire Chief 


Fred Davies warned that similar 
fires could break out in other 
buildings under 84 feet high. 


Such structures are not 


covered by the Height of 
Buildings Act which lays down 
stringent codes for fire preven- 
tion. 


"The hotel was not breaking 


fire regulations, but it still had 
no fire protection," Davies said. 


"The fire brigade is powerless 


to do anything about old 
buildup," he said. 


At least 26 persons were in- 


jured, eight seriously. 


Eight fire brigades fought the 


blaze for six hours and am- 
bulances ran a shuttle service to 
Sydney hospitals.

The ministry of civil 
aviation said it had "no- 
knowledge" of the flight

employe said the 1,900-mile 
flight between Moscow and 
Alma Ata was rescheduled for 8 
a.m. Friday. 


Last week, Nikolai Bykov, 


deputy civil aviation minister, 
said the 1.550 mile per hour 
"Konkordski" would start non- 
passenger service Christmas 
Day, flying over remote regions 
because of "some unresolved 
questions" about the aircraft 


He said the plane would carry

1976.

Prices may vary considerably 


from month to month depending 
on supply and demand. Hofaker

$16 a ton and steel prices have 
dropped S17 a ton since 
September. 


Despite the risk of fluctuating 


markets, the Lexington resident 
said the job generally has been 
lucrative enough for him to 
wonder why he didn't quit his 
construction job sooner. 


He said the public is changing 


its idea of a junk business. "I 
believe when yotf talk about a 
junk man. what people often pic- 
ture is a dirty old man in 
whiskers and rags picking up 
stuff." 


He said the people be deals 


with do not look down his 
business. 


Neatly dressed, and operating 


a yard mat is-partially bidden 
from view and kept clean, 
Hofaker doesn't fit the 
stereotype of a junk dealer.

Uppsala, Sweden (UPI) — Th 


Soviet Union set off a powerfu 
underground nuclear explosion 
Thursday at its Senipalatins 
test site in Siberia, the Uppsala 
Seimological Institute said. 


Prof. Markus Baatn, director 


of the institute, said the 6:17 
a.m. explosion measured 6.7 on 
the open-ended Richter scale. A 
7-point reading is considered 
severe. 


"It was a powerful blast and 


almost 
identical 
in 


characteristics and strength to 
one carried out on Oct. 29,1975, 
and one on May 31, 1974," he 
said- 


He said the three blasts, 


although Similar, "don't resem- 
ble any of the other tests" con- 
ducted at the Senipalatinsk 
nuclear site. 


Baath, trying to explain the 


differences, said the Soviet 
Union may be testing a new 
nuclear device, may have moved 
the test site a little or may have 
set off the three blasts deeper in 
the ground than before. 


"The seismic signals are 


different, but we don't really 
know what is causing that." he 
said.
